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HE Government of Germany 
i recently adopted drastic meas- 

ures against the Communist 
Cabinet of Saxony, which for a long 
time previously had been at odds 
with the authorities in Berlin. An 
especial order was issued by Presi- 
dent Ebert authorizing Chancellor 
Stresemann to depose the Saxon 
Government. Before adopting mili- 
tary measures the Government had 
called upon the Saxon Cabinet to 
resign. This demand was refused, 
the Cabinet stating that the right to 
dismiss it was vested only in the 
Saxon State Assembly. This refusal 
was followed by a command from 
General Mueller to proceed forth- 
with to Dresden with sufficient 
forces to demand obedience. The 
troops entered the Saxon capital 
without meeting armed opposition. 
Reichswehr forces with bands play- 
ing marched to the State Ministry 
and arrested the Ministers, who, 
however, were later released.

N two spacious rooms on the seventh floor of a mid- 
town office building every ordinance and law up before 
local and state legislatures, which may affect in any 

way Fifth Avenue’s beauty, utility or prestige, is studied 
by a small group of men and the necessary steps taken to 
safeguard the Avenue’s interests. This is one reason why 
Fifth Avenue is the most pleasant place in the world for 
the day’s shopping. The cther reasons are as numerous 
as there are factors affecting the Avenue’s activities— 
Street cleaning, street paving, sanitary conditions, policing, 
loitering, sign lighting, to mention a few—all of which 
come under the contrcl of the small group of men in the 
two spacious rooms. 


In the Spring after the last traces of the Winter’s snow 
are gone, a conference is held with a representative of the 
Street Cleaning Department for the purpose of criticizing 
favorably or adversely snow removal efficiency of the 
past season’ and to suggest practical improvements for the 
ensuing year. 


But the greater part of the work knows no season. 


A noted visitor arrives in Winter or in Summer and 
receives a rousing welcome from Fifth Avenue, because 
every shopkeéper has received a letter, stating who he is, 
when he will arrive, what flags are to be displayed. This 
is why Fifth Avenue is always unanimous and hearty in 
greeting its guests. 


The visitor may not know it, but his motor car travels 
over paving inspected twice a week. Imperfections are 
noted and reported to proper authorities. Should the 
visitor arrive at an unusual hour, after closing time, he 
would notice*that bliads. are drawn and windows un- 
lighted among the great majority of Fifth Avenue’s 
establishments. Thoughtful men with Fifth Avenue’s in- 
terests in mind foresaw that lighted windows attract 
people, that night crowds attract business which caters to 
leisure interests, all-night restaurants, motion picture 
houses, and the like, which, good as they may be in their 
own element, are not wanted on Fifth Avenue. 


But of all the work, perhaps the best contribution 
toward pleasant shopping ts police regulation, particularly 
at Christmas time. From November 10 to January 10 
afraigei. nts aré made for the stationing of a policeman 
every two blocks, instead of every four, as is the case dur- 
ing the remainder of the year, and the special Fifth Avenue 
Detective Squad is increased from sixteen to fifty-six men. 


The group of men in the two rooms comprise the staff 
of the Fifth Avenue Association, of which practically every 
Fifth Avenue merchant is a member, in addition to repre- 
sentative men in many other lines of endeavor. The 
Association is translating a great Fifth Avenue into a 
greater Fifth Avenue and is taking the means to preserve 
the greater Fifth Avenue for posterity. Its work is, 
consequently, an important influence exerted for the good 
of New York City.
